For Marion Harbormaster Charles Bradley, it was 
just one in a series of several boating mishaps which 
seemed to punctuate a particularly hazardous year on the 
waters of Sippican Harbor. Last year he said they plucked 
some 11 people out of the water, resulting in three fatali- 
ties and seven who required hospitalization. 

But the United States Coast Guard Group at 
Woods Hole saw Mr. Bradley's valiant efforts differently, 
and they recently presented him with a Certificate of 
Merit for helping to locate and recover the five men who

went into the waters of Buzzards Bay early on the morn- 
ing of May 22, 2002. 

Mr Bradley noted that, as is all too often the case, 
none of the men were wearing life jackets and even after a 
few minutes in the estimated 52-degree water, hypother- 
mia quickly began to set in. 

"People take it for granted, and all of a sudden 
(something happens) ... then it's too late — there's no 
second chance," Mr. Bradley said. "Our whole year was 
tough ... it wasn't a good year." 

On this particular morning, a 22-foot pleasure 
craft with five men on board rapidly took on water and 
began sinking in Buzzards Bay. The passengers were 
immediately thrown into the 52-degree water, rough seas.

and 25-knot winds without their life jackets. Mr. Bradley 
received a phone call reporting the people in the water 
and he responded immediately, getting his vessel under- 
way and on-scene to begin searching for the people in the 
water. 

According to a report attached to the commenda- 
tion from the U.S. Coast Guard: "In strong winds and 
rough seas, Mr. Bradley located and rescued one person 
from the water. Due to the rapidly sinking boat and the 
absence of a marine radio distress call, quick action was 
critical in the recovery of the remaining victims. The 
recovered person was clearly shaken up, in the very early 
stages of shock and hypothermia, and spoke very little 
English. Mr. Bradley had to overcome these challenges in 
order to ascertain the remaining number of passengers 
and their most probable location. With his extensive 
rescue experience and seamanship skills, he directed the 
vessels on-scene in their rescue efforts. He transferred 
another victim on board his boat and briefed arriving 
Coast Guard, Harbormaster, and Massachusetts Environ- 
mental Police vessels of the situation." 

Remarkably, all five men were recovered from the 
water but only two of the five survived the ordeal. As the 
first rescue vessel to arrive on-scene, Mr. Bradley's 
explanation and assessment of the situation were critical 
in relaying life-saving information to the other rescuers, 
and the Coast Guard wished to recognize Mr. Bradley for 
this accomplishment.

Such a call is par for the course for Mr. Bradley, 
who has now been the full-time Harbormaster in Marion 
for four-and-a-half years, having taken over the reins 
from longtime Harbormaster George Jennings. It's not 
always the type of job that elicits accolades or awards, Mr. 
Bradley admitted, so it's refreshing to know your work is 
appreciated. 

"Out here, on the water, a lot of time (I've) got to 
make my own best decision for the town ... somewhere 
down the road someone (may want) to challenge that 
decision," Mr. Bradley said. 

"I've been lucky," Mr. Bradley said, crediting his 
skilled nine-person roster of employees who provide him 
with support seven-days-a-week. "Every one of these

guys is (trained) as a first responder, in basic first aid, 
CPR, and some have taken a defibrillator course. I've got 
a crew that if I went home today and didn't come in for a 
week, I could feel comfortable that they could run this 
department and I'd feel safe." 

He also credits the Marion Board of Selectmen for 
giving his full-time department the same autonomy as 
other public services such as the police department, fire 
department, and Department of Public Works (DPW). 
"We're department heads running a full-time department 
the same way as (Police Chief) Lincoln Miller runs his, 
and (Fire Chief) Rick Guerzoni runs his," Mr Bradley 
said. "Which is the way it should be. They've given us 
total control over (the harbor) ... and yet there's a nice 
balance between inter department relations. We've all got 
a job to do."

A special meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Tuesday, June 10 at 6:32 
pm by Chairman Barry J. Denham. Also present were 
Selectman Raymond H. Andrews, Selectman Stephen J.

According to Mr. Kelleher, the bike path project 
dates back to 1992 and he said it was initially budgeted at 
a cost of $210,000 in overmatch funds to the town. That 
cost was increased to some $1.2 million in 2003 by the 
Southeast Regional Planning and Economic Development 
District (SRPEDD), and the project was planned to be 
constructed in four phases as follows: 

• Phase 1 - from the Fairhaven Town Line to 
Mattapoisett Neck Road, and Mattapoisett Neck Road to 
the Town Landing (cost estimate $250,000); 

• Phase 2 - from the Depot Street parking lot to 
North Street (cost estimate $1.2 million); 

• Phase 3 - from Mattapoisett Neck Road to 
Depot Street; and 

• Phase 4 - from the North Street parking lot to 
the Marion Town Line (cost estimate for Phase 3 and 4: 
$450,000). 

According to Mr. Kelleher, this brings the current 
total estimated cost of the project to $1.9 million. 

One of the bone of contentions has been, however, 
that portion of the path which either crosses or circum- 
vents the Mattapoisett YMCA Camp Massasoit property. 
Selectman Raymond Andrews has been negotiating with 
the YMCA to seek an alternate route which would require 
the construction of an estimated one-mile elevated 
bridge/ walkway across an existing saltmarsh. This, 
apparently, raised some concerns with Kevin Walsh of 
MassHighway at a meeting in January over the environ- 
mental impact and additional costs for this portion of the 
path. 

'Tn January 2001, we met with consultant that the 
YMCA retained to discuss an alternative to crossing the 
saltmarsh," said Mr. DeSantis. "We had some signficant 
concerns about that in terms of costs, design issues and 
the environmental impact. We managed to get the

YMCA's consultant to realize the impact of building this 
boardwalk — both permanent and temporary. We felt 
there would be significant impacts at both ends. But the 
YMCA still wanted the town to draft the plans ... with the 
boardwalk. It ended up, on the advice of State Represen- 
tative William Straus and Town Counsel, to divide project 
into four phases." 

Mr. DeSantis noted they are hoping to proceed 
without needing to complete an Environmental Impact 
Report (EIR), and Representative Straus has applied for 
an exemption of these requirements. 

"We had an onsite meeting with the Office of 
Environmental Affairs ... (and they) said if we basically 
stayed within the railroad right-of-way, we didn't need 
(an environmental study)," Mr. DeSantis said. "We also 
had a meeting with MassHighway in January 2003 
regarding crossing the marsh ... (this is) the infamous 
meeting where Kevin Walsh made some harsh statements 
about crossing the marsh." 

According to Mr. DeSantis, Mr. Walsh's comments

in the meeting minutes might have been misconstrued. 
"Our fault was we probably didn't compose those meet- 
ing notes in their entirety," he said. "Our basis was we 
needed to find a way around the Y camp ... that's the least 
environmentally damaging. We discussed the issues with 
them and they had some suggestions to modify the 
project. They didn't say absolutely not, and they didn't 
say no problem, either — they said they'd take a look at it. 
We're trying to resolve (these issues) so MassHighway can 
feel comfortable with the project." 

As for MassHighway's role in and opinion of the 
project, Ms. Madden said there are still "a lot of uncertain- 
ties" involved. 

"We won't know until we go through the project," 
she said. "It came to our attention at the site meeting ... 
that the barrier beach is part of this coastal barrier re- 
source system (which means) there couldn't be any 
federal funding in this area. There could be an exemption 
filed for a bike path project ... (for) about 3600 linear feet." 

Ms. Madden also said MassHighway would be 
taking an advisory role in the project, since it is also being 
funded through federal monies. "If it was my project, I'd 
see a lot of red flags," she admitted. "That's the kind of 
thing (Kevin Walsh) was talking about. That's what was 
expressed at the meeting and maybe it came across very 
strong because we were worried." 

"I think we have two issues right now," Mr. 
DeSantis said. "One is, do we need an EIR for this board- 
walk? And the other issue is getting a waiver for the 
barrier beach." 

Selectman Andrews then noted that he talked to 
Roland Hebert of SRPEDD earlier in the week and their 
budget had been cut by 50 percent for the next two fiscal 
years. As such, he is recommending that Phase 1 and 3 of 
the project be rolled into a new single Phase 1 in order to 
proceed; still, that money won't be available until 2006.

"This board has said there would be no construc- 
tion ... until we have the plans complete through Depot 
Street," Selectman Andrews said. "If anything, that gives 
us more time to secure the proper permits. Also, VHB 
needs to generate hard costs for engineering, permitting 
and construction ... so Town Meeting voters know the 
exact costs before beginning." 

"The bottom line, right now, is I can't give you 
exact (costs)," Mr. DeSantis said. "We've gone from a 
project where initially it was conceived that we owned the 
right-of-way, pretty much ... to now having to look at a 
number of alternatives, having to do a survey, (and) look 
at an alternative to building a structure across the marsh 
(along with) significant permitting requirements. The cost 
(concerns) are legitimate, but there may be a need for 
additional mitigation. I can't give you an exact answer 
until we figure out if we need an EIR and if there will be 
federal funding for the beach." 

Selectman Lombard stressed that he wouldn't 
support proceeding until he had firm numbers. "There are 
construction standards you can use to determine costs," 
he said. "I'm not really for eminent domain takings, 
because they cause problems. I'd like to do it in a friendly 
manner We should be able to get what the entire cost will 
be before we go down the path." 

Selectman Lombard also said he was concerned 
over longterm maintenance costs and necessary repairs if 
the elevated bridge is damaged. "My deep concern is if

these structures would be damaged, who's going to pay 
the bill?" he asked.

Commencing with the Annual Town Meeting 

warrant, Mr. Hartley first introduced Virginia Cutler of 

the Rochester Scholarship Committee to make two $500 

scholarship awards to Kelly Cordeira and Jennifer 

Parker. 

Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Michael 
Costa then made a presentation to Town Meeting voters 
on the town's current fiscal outlook, especially in light of 
cutbacks in state funding. "Town revenues come from 
different sources — the largest share from real estate 
taxes," Mr. Costa said. "State aid has typically contributed 
19 percent, but that's on the decline." 

As for the FinCom' s recommendations on the 32- 
article warrant, Mr. Costa said it would be prudent to 
remain conservative until the actual funding numbers 
from the state are known. "We'd like to see what the state 
is going to give us and then come back in the fall," Mr. 
Costa said. "We had $777,000 in Free Cash, (which is ) 
down from over $1 million last year. After the March 
Special Town Meeting, it left $764,000 going into (this) 
Annual Town Meeting." 

Mr. Costa also cautioned about the temptation to 
dip into the town's Stabilization Fund, which he referred 
to as Rochester's "rainy day fund." 

"As of April 2003, we have about $1.1 million (in

den ($540); Constables ($7.58 per hour); Highway Sur- 
veyor ($52,581); Board of Health Chairman ($1,624); Board 
of Health members ($1,354 each); Herring Inspector 
($342). 

Town Clerk and Selectman Naida Parker moved 
to amend the salaries for Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, 
and Town Clerk from $17,340 each to $17,500 each. 

"The reason I made this amendment is these are 
the three jobs which are full-time and are not a board or 
committee," Ms. Parker said. "(John) Hall, who is our 
Treasurer, earns approximately half of what his clerical 
support earns. (Tax Collector Tom) Gayoski earns $17,000 
and he collects millions of dollars each year." 

The motion to amend passed via majority vote. 

Planning Board member Arnie Johnson also made 
a motion to amend the Planning Board Chairman's salary 
from $0 to $1,500 and each Planning Board member from 
$0 to $1,200. 

But FinCom Chairman Michael Costa said they 
didn't support paying these previously unpaid positions 
and that giving them a salary would also make them 
eligible for health benefits, to which the town is obligated 
to pay half. 

"The FinCom is opposed to this," Mr. Costa said. 
"There are a number of other town employees who are 
not compensated ... they should remain so. The potential 
benefits costs alone could greatly outweigh the costs of 
the stipend." 

Although Planning Board member Donald Jones 
tried to assure voters that their salaries would be paid 
from their recently-doubled fee schedule and not come 
out of taxpayers' pockets. Town Meeting defeated the 
motion to amend and the Planning Board salaries re- 
mained unfunded. 

With that. Article 2, with Selectman Parker's 
amendment, carried unanimously.

Upon a motion from the FinCom to take Article 
11 out of order. Town Meeting next debated whether to 
adopt a 2-percent or 3-percent Classification and Compen- 
sation Plan for all town employees. The FinCom sup- 
ported the 2-percent plan while the Board of Selectmen 
were pushing the 3-percent plan. 

"Last year Town Hall employees received a 1.5 
percent increase," said Selectman Parker. "The FinCom 
has argued that they received a step increase along with a 
cost of living increase, so they've actually received a 3 
percent (overall) increase. The Town Hall employees have 
not unionized, they are one of the few (groups of Town 
Hall employees) who have not unionized. They make this 
town work on a shoestring (budget) compared to what

SHOULD YOU ACCEPT FIRST OFFER? 



Many people who sell a 
house encounter the "first 
offer" dilemma. It can 
involve a trying decision.

our neighbors are paying. We ask them to be flexible, we 
ask them to be cheerful. I think this additional 1 percent 
— which comes to $8,000 total — is worth it." 

But FinCom Chairman Michael Costa countered 
that the 2-percent salary hike is fair and equitable in this 
economic climate and his committee "has a fiduciary 
responsibility ... to the town." 

"We think the 2 percent increase is appropriate," 
Mr. Costa said. "It is only $8,800 — but it's $8,800 this 
year and next year, and so on." 

In the end. Town Meeting voters approved the 
higher, 3-percent plan via majority vote — 92 in favor to 
78 against. Town Meeting then unanimously approved 
Article 2 as amended. 

Under Article 3, voters were asked to approve an 
estimated $8,295 million General Operating Budget for 
Fiscal Year 2004. 

Two attempts to boost line items were defeated by 
Town Meeting voters, who sided with the FinCom's "wait 
and see" attitude: Treasurer John Hall's request for 
additional money to purchase a new printer for his office 
and cover additional office wages; and Selectman Naida 
Parker's motion to add $5,835 to the Town Hall budget to 
hike the salaries of the Selectmen's Administrative 
Assistant and the Assistant to the Building Inspector. 

After FinCom Chairman Costa amended specific 
line items which contained wages / salaries to reflect the 
increase from 2 to 3 percent just approved in Article 11,

Project GROW Enrollment 

Apphcations for enrollment in Project GROW, the 
pubhc school integrated preschool program, have been 
mailed to all age-eligible children in Marion, Mattapoisett 
and Rochester according to databases in the Early Child- 
hood Office. The school district has decided to move 
forward with the application process based on encourag- 
ing signs for funding from the Department of Education 
and both the House and Senate versions of the state 
budget. However, the final outcome will be contingent 
upon actual state funding. 

Due to the current fiscal crisis and uncertainty 
about funding, tuition will be charged for the first time in 
the program's history. The level of tuition will be propor- 
tional to the level of support through grants. In the best- 
case scenario, tuition of $5 per day would be charged. If 
all previous early childhood grant funding disappeared, 
the tuition would be $20 per day. Additionally, if grant 
funding allows, tuition assistance may be available to 
families who meet the criteria.

Shape Shifter

The Shape of Things. Starring Paul Rudd and 
Rachel Weisz. Directed by Neil LaBute. Run- 
ning time: 96 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At the 
Bijou in Fairhaven. 

I Love You, Now Change is, I believe, the title of one self-help 
book or another (and if not, it should be). It describes the phe- 
nomenon of narcissists who find that almost perfect someone, 
then suggest alterations to fix him or her more to their liking, 
always under the pretense of trying to help. Perhaps they be- 
lieve it themselves. 

In The Shape of Things, the close-cutting new film by Neil 
LaBute (In the Company of Men, Nurse Betty), a schlumpy grad 
student named Adam (Paul Rudd) meets an alluring art major 
named Evelyn (Rachel Weisz). They fall in love, mainly off-cam- 
era, and every time we see Adam he gets less schlumpy. His 
friends Phillip (Fred Weller) and Jenny (Gretchen Mol), far from 
being happy about his self-improvement, get worried. As well 
they should, because Phillip and Jenny are about to be married, 
and Adam's situation makes them think about things they'd 
rather not deal with. 

Check the names: Adam and Eve(lyn). LaBute is fond of 
meaningful names, and we pick up a scent of unease: Is Evelyn 
offering Adam the forbidden fruit of self-knowledge? Was he 
happier before Evelyn came into his life and nudged him out of 
his rut? He loses weight, loses his frumpy clothing, finally loses 
his old nose in favor of a streamlined new one. I'm not sure how 
well this worked on the stage, where the material originated, but 
in the film we can see Adam transforming from a tweedy Sam 
Gamgee type to the generically handsome Paul Rudd (whose 
all- American looks LaBute used to subversive effect in "A Gaggle 
of Saints," one of his pieces in Bash: Latter-Day Plays). Phillip, 
perhaps sensing the loss of the familiar dynamic between him- 
self and Adam, is threatened; Jenny, newly attracted to Adam, 
reaches out to him. 

Rachel Weisz is well on her way to becoming another Hel- 
ena Bonham Carter (whom she resembles). She's shown an af- 
finity for quirky indie fare as well as the knockabout fim in the 
Mummy series, and her passion for the material here — to the 




extent of co-producing the film — overrides whatever qualms 
we have about Evelyn. We feel her presence when she's not 
around; the other characters are always discussing Evelyn and 
her impact on Adam. Evelyn is also dedicated to her version of 
truth, which in LaBute territory means blurting out secrets with 
a flat affect and at the worst time. We don't quite know how to 
read her, so we take her as perhaps a necessary grain of sand in 
the oyster, with Adam as the emerging pearl. After all, she's re- 
ally only shaking things up that maybe needed shaking up. 

Things get shaken, aU right. The last act, which I won't re- 
veal, carries echoes of In the Company of Men and the Bash plays, 
in which we're lured into accepting a character's motives only to 
have the rug pulled out from under us. Using only one charac- 
ter, a microphone, and two photos, LaBute gives us a sequence 
of scathing emotional violence that outdoes anything I've seen 
this year. Is it plausible? Not really, but LaBute dotes on theatri- 
cal flourishes. Things are literally unveiled here, including a pair 
of middle fingers extended to the audience (yes, that means us 
as well as the audience in the film), like punk rock played at a 
chamber-music recital. 

The Shape of Things finds LaBute back in the artsy, misan- 
thropic universe he's been edging away from lately (in the lovely 
Nurse Betty and the atypical love story Possession). In that respect, 
it's a bit of a regression. It's not an unwelcome one, though. 
LaBute exaggerates hostilities and conflicts, gives us master 
schemers nowhere to be fotmd in real life, in order to open a 
conversation about how we relate to each other and how we cre- 
ate ourselves. The key to the movie is that it's not about cold 
manipulation, but about a cold, manipulative view of human 
nature. LaBute doesn't necessarily share it; he simply presents it.

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Tip of the Day

As the weather starts to warm (albeit reluc- 
tantly this year), I find myself wandering (no pun 
intended) into certain establishments for a re- 
freshing cup of iced coffee or maybe a frozen 
treat. I've already made a couple of inaugural 
trips this past weekend, and as my large regular 
with cream was being passed over the counter, I 
happened to notice one of those lonely paper 
cups perched near the register. Again. 

You've all seen them, too — although if you're 
like me, you sometimes pretend they're not there. 

Don't make direct eye contact with it, maybe the 
clerk behind the counter won't notice. 

Sometimes they're adorned with witty 
scribblings like "College Fund" or "Retirement 
Money." Other, less creative souls will choose to 
make it plain and simple, carving "T-I-P-S" in 
big bold ballpoint capital letters across the 
styrofoam brim. 

It seems this fairly novel trend of guilting cus- 
tomers into parting with a little more of their 
hard-earned cash has ebbs and flows. Maybe it's 
just symptomatic of the places I frequent, but I 
can first remember seeing these makeshift tip 
cups popping up all over several years ago ... 
then, they sort of just drifted into obscurity for a 
while like Al Gore. 

Let me report that they're back with a ven- 
geance, and I have to honestly question the logic 
of tipping someone who already gets paid an 
equitable wage for standing behind a counter, 
punching a couple of keys on a register, and pour- 
ing a pre-made cup of coffee. The long-standing 
practice of tipping waitresses and waiters in res- 
taurants — who are not paid equitable wages and 
rely on tips to supplement their income — makes 
perfect sense, especially given the fact that I'm 
usually sitting on my laurels and they are obli- 



gated to bring the food and drinks to me. 

But I was always under the impression that 
tipping in any situation was optional and done 
to show a customer's appreciation for services 
rendered — in fact, the term "gratuity" is derived 
from "gratitude." When did tipping become a re- 
quirement, and who came up with the bright idea that 
a clerk behind a counter was tip-worthy? 

I'm not against such gestures, mind you, but 
it seems like the whole "tip these guys" and 
"don't tip these guys" mentality (to paraphrase 
Mr. Pink's character in Reservoir Dogs) has been 
determined on a whim and we're being force- 
fed the idea that everytime you walk into a cof- 
fee shop and order something you're obliged to 
drop loose change into a cup. 

Why don't we tip people at drive-up win- 
dows, then? They at least have to pass orders 
through a small window and decipher customer 
gibberish over a static box. How about the cash- 
iers and baggers at the local grocery store? They 
actually have to sort through items and bag or- 
ders — sometimes having to lift heavy items like 
kitty litter into shopping carts. And what about 
our friends at the local library? Having to search 
through stacks for that latest Robert Ludlum title 
can't be much of a picnic, either. 

See, there just doesn't seem to be any rhyme 
or reason as to why I should tip someone for al- 
lowing me the privilege of parking, getting out 
of my car, walking into a shop, waiting in line, 
placing my order, and then having it handed to 
me. Isn't a polite "thank you" and a smile suffi- 
cient? And like most people, they're already get- 
ting paid for their job. If they do something above 
and beyond the call of duty — like, say, bring 
the order out to my vehicle — then I'd be willing 
to generously tip them.
